Program Description 


This is a program in 
applied political science. 
It combines theoretical 
education with practical 
training. Students will be 
required to apply their 
academic learning in 
resolving actual political 
issues. Acquiring practical 
experience in community 
politics, therefore, is an 
integral part of the 
program. 
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Requirements for 
the Diploma 


1. Credit requirements: A 
fully qualified candidate is 
required to complete a 
minimum of 33 credits. 

2. Course requirements: 
All candidates are required 
to complete 18 credits in 
required courses plus a 
minimum of 15 credits 
selected from the elective 
courses. 

3. Project: The project 
may either take the form 
of an essay based on an 
empirical study of a com- 
munity problem, or a 
substantial report based 
on work in-a.community 
agency, a court of law, or 
a political action 
organization.

A bachelor’s degree, 
preferably in social 
sciences.
